WASHINGTON — The Resettlement 


Administration's biggest job comes un- 
der the head o£ relief—not resettle- 
ment. 


In a program of "rural rehabilita- 


tion" covering about 600,000 farmers, 
the New Deal,agency is making loans 
aggregating ?94,000,dOO and doling out 
emergency cash grants of more than 
$15,000,000. 


A field force of 9500 in supervising 


these loans, their collection, and the 
grants. It is also teaching borrowers 
how to operate farms and homes most 
'economically and prudently. 
. That force is considerably more^than 
half the Resettlement personnel;; the 
side of which has frequently been 
criticied, 
' 


Resettlement officials say they will 


have kept off or taken off about 3,r 
000,000 people from 
relief rolls by 


July 1, when all the money will have 
been lent and spent. The rehabilita- 
tion theory is that it is cheaper and 
more humane to advance small loans ! 
which will keep distressed farm fam- 
ilies self-supporting. 


A cow, a horse, a plow, some seed- 


sometimes that's all a farmer needs 
to keep operating for another year. 
Loans run between $50 and $600—oc- 
casionally higher—and are repayable 
in from two to five years. 


Given Emergency Aid 


Emergency grants go to farmers in 


immediate need of subsistence, when 
the delay incident to loans would 
cause suffering. 


The idea is that these recipients will 


later become rehabilitation loan "cli- 
ents," as the borrowers are officially 
called. The program this fiscal year 
.provides for grants to 
about 175,000

Seventy per cent of the 120 million 


persons in the United States hold life 
insurance policies, it was declared by 
Roy Anderson, guest speaker Thurs- 
day noon at the Kiwanis club in Hotel 
Barlow; 


Fear is the prime motive in invest- 


ing in life insurance—fear of dying 
too old or too young—Mr. Anderson 
said. The same is true regarding per- 
sonal and real estate property, he sjfjd.. 


He reviewed the history of inSUfs 


ance, and said that the first company 
in the United States was organized in 
1759, providing for protection of Pres- 
byterian ministers. 


Since then many companies have or- 


ganized and today 70 per cent of the 
total insurance policies of the world 
are policies whose companies we lo- 
cated in the United States. 


The Kiwanis meeting was presided

is fond of quoting the exclamalion of 
a rehabilitation client who was aided 
by such a loan: 


'When you.found me, I was crawl- 


in'. Now I'm walkin'." 


Tugwell says most o fthe farmers 


who have been on relief were there 
because they lacked basic tools of 
production, 
, 


.Obviously, many of.the rehabilita- 
tion clients will be pushed right back 
where they were when Tugwell found 
them. In many cases of default, a len- 
ient policy "will be required. 


The balance sheet, from both social 


'and financial Viewpoints, won't be- 
gin to be visible for two or three years. 


Serioud complaints have come up 


from sections of the south concern- 
ing alleged maladministration by some 
political • Resettlement officials repre- 
senting the plantation-owner class, in 
relations with tenant 
farmers and 


sharecroppers. Resettlement says the 
charges are exaggerated. 


It is clear, however, that neighbors 


sometimes are bitter when a man is 
really rehabilitated with government 
aid and that this phase of human na- 
ture becomes more serious when com- 
plicated by racial feeling. 


In the east there has been some 


trouble with tight-fisted local super- 
visors who consider it sinful for a 
farmer to be broke. Local administra- 
tion, good or bad, plays a large part 
in the success or 'failure of the RA 
program. 


.Debts Are Adjusted 


Resettlement took over from FCA 


the farm debt adjustment program, 
with an administrative fund of $2,000,- 
000. 
This program has a permanent 


personnel of 229 and a voluntary force 
of 12,000 memgers of state and county 
farm debt adjustment committees. 


Tile object is to help debt-burdened 


farmers by bringing debtor and cred- 
itor together and making it easier on 
the debtor. 


Lately this program has resulted in 


more than 3000 debt adjustments a 
month, with the monthly amount of 
debt reduction about $3,000,000. 


Still another phase of Resettlement's 


work is its loans to and supervision of 
co-operatives. 


On'subsistence homesteads, six loans 


of from $250,000 to 5550,000 have been 
made to 
co-operative 
agricultural 


producing associations. Purposes must 
be of a self-liquidating character, such 
as farm operations, greenhouses, trad- 
big posts, poultry and hog projects, 
and dairy farms. 


Loans are made sometimes to indi- 


viduals, as in the case of buying a
